during the Lenten season.

dozen in the past two weeks.

Movie Industry Is Betting Heavy 
On New Three-Dimensional Films 


Time Cinerama screen, installed in the Broadway theater, N. Y.. has three main sections. The 
screen consists of more than 1000 plastic tape strips, arranged like the louvres of a Venetian blind.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25 — Plainly 


worried over the public's apathy 
toward many of its movies, Holly- 
wood is counting on three-dimen- 
sional films to bring 'em back into 
the theatres. 


The race to widen the horizons 


of the screen by giving it new 
depth and perspective has already 
gotten under way here \vith the 
very successful and popular show- 
ings of the Cinerama system. It 
isn't strictly speaking three-dimen- 
sional but manages to achieve 
s t u n n i n g stereoscopic effects 
through the use of three projectors 
and a huge, curved screen. 


There arc other promising 


contenders in the three-dimen- 
sional sweepstakes, and the 
mo\ie industry as such isn't 
fussy as to who will emerge the " 
winner — as long 'as there Is 
one. 


Natural vision, a recently de- 


veloped and perfected system, is 
due for unveiling to the public at 
two theaters in Hollywood' almost 
any day nosv. The first three-di- 
mensional feature film — "Bwana 
Devil"—has been photographed in 
the Natural Vision process which 
uses <i camera with two lenses and, 
at the theater, an ordinary screen 
with two

YET A N O T H E R three-dimen- 


sional system, which,registered a 
resounding hit at the Festival of 
Britain and w o r k s on approxi- 
nptely the same principle as Na- 
tural Vision, is in the offing.

EXPENSES involved in the pres- 


entation of Cinerama are just short 
of fabulous. The Cinerama camera 
records a scene through three 
.enses and on three separate strips 
of film 
At the theater, each of 


these films is run through its own 
projector with the resultant image 
cohering a concave screen 64 feet 
across the top curve, 23 feet high 
and 49 feet from one side edge to 
the other. 


To a v o i d ..reflection, the 


screen has to be specially made 
out of 1100 vertical strips of 
perforated plastic--taper ar- 
ranged like the louvers of an 
enormous Venetian blind. Fred 
Waller, inventor of Cinerama, 
which is presented by jrcrian 
C. Cooper and veteran news- 
caster, Lowell Thomas, also 
came up with an ingenious de- 
vice that blends ,thc three huge 
images into a complete picture 


providing a picture around the full

leased its famous "Audioscopiks" 
which created a momentary sensa- 
tion and were billed as "Pictures 
That Jump Off the Screen Into Your 
Lap." 
A multi-dimensional film in 


color also caused quite a stir at 
the New York World's Fair, but 
again stereoscopy failed to catch 
on. 


Whether the tinje is now ripe for 


another try at three-dimension is 
anybody's guess. One thing is cer- 
tain, however. It's something tele- 
vision hasn't got and that, accord- 
ng to one of the movie cvecubves 
icre, is the thing that counts.

Stroke may occur in younger people, 


even youngsters and infants, but then 
it it due to entirely different causes. One- 
cause may be a wcakcncd'blood vessel. 
'- Certain person arc born with a natural 
weakness in the blood vessels of the 
brain. Such a weakness in the' wall of an 
artery may develop into a little pocket. 
like a balloon, called an aneurysm. Even-^ 
tually the vessel may'rupture' at this* 
weak spot.

A rupture can occur all of a ^udden 


without any obvious cause, but it usually 
occurs after strenuous exercise. The per- 
son has a severe headache, usually a 
type never experienced before. He also 
complains of'a stiff neck. These may be 
the only symptoms'until he sinks" rapidly 
into unconsciousness. There may be para- 
lysis, but'not always.
